Resolved, That the Honorable Henry Dodge, delegate in Con- 
gress, be hereby requested to urge upon Congress, the necessity 
of making an appropriation at the present session for the purpose 
of holding a treaty with the Menomonee tribe of Indians, for the 
extinguishment of the Indian title to the lands lying north of the 
Fox river, in said Territory, and between the Wolf and Wiscon- 
sin rivers. 

Resolved, That his Excellency the Governor, be requested to 
forward copies of these resolutions to the presiding officers of 
both houses of Congress and to the Hon. delegate of the Ter- 
ritory.

MEMORIAL to Congress on the subject of a Mail 
Route.

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembied. 

The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly ofthe Territory of 
Wasconsia respectfully sheweth: 

That the convenience and interests of a large portion of the 
veopleof this Territory, will clearly justify the establishment of 
a mail route from Racine on Lake Michigan, via Burlington, Ra- 
cine county, Geneva, Walworth‘ecounty, Beloit, Rock county, 
and White Oak Springs, lowa county, to Galena in the State of 
Ilinois. 

Your Memorialists would represent, that this route is situa 
ted in the midst of one of the most densely populatedportions of the 
Territory, as yet almost entirely destitute of mail facilities, the 
inhabitants of which are laboring under a serious inconvenienc® 


arising from the want of a direct mail route through this rapidly 
flourishing district.

Your Memorialists wonld therefore pray vour honorable body 
to establish a mail route as above.and that the mail be transpor- 
ted tri-weekly in four horse post coaches.

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MEMORIAL to Congress on the subject of the 
canal lands. 


Memorial of the Council and House of Representatives of the 
Territory of Wisconsin, to the Congress of the United States. 


The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Wisconsin respectfully sheweth: 

That Congress by an act approved June 18th, 1838, granted to 
the Territory of Wisconsin, to aid in the construction of the Mil- 
waukee and Rock River Canal, one-half of a strip of land ten 
miles wide, along the route of said canal, consisting of the odd 
numbered sections, and embracing about one hundred and forty 
thousand acres. 

This grant seems to have been induced by the belief that by the 
aid thus given, the canal would be soon constructed, that thereby 
the value, sale and settlement of the public lands would be rapidly 
promoted, and that a grant on these terms was ardently desired by 
the settlers on the canal line, and by the people of the Territory. 

By this act, the territory having accepted the grant, became a 
trustee, bound to apply the proceeds of said grant to aid the Canal 
Company in the construction of the canal, and accountable to the 
United States for such proceeds, in cdse the canal should not be 
completed within a limited time. 

The Territory, in execution of the trust, thus accepted, passed 
laws for the sale of the lands on a liberal credit, and for the bor- 
rowing of money upon the pledge of her faith and of the grant 
aforesaid. 

The project of constructing said canal is believed to be far be- 
yond the available resources of the company, and of the territory; 
and has long since been abandoned by its friends, by the company, 
and by the territory. 

It is believed that the canal grant has been a serious injury to 
the settlers upon it, and to those counties of the territory in which 
it lies. At every session of the Legislature, numerous petitions 
of the settlers, and of the public generally, have been presented, 
in which the petitioners complain of the burthens of the canal 
grant, and ask for measures of relief.- It is complained that sak 
grant has greatly retarded the settlement and improvement of a 


Jarge region of the finest country; that only a small part of the 
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lands have been sold, and that the price is oppressively high. That 
in consequence of withholding the lands from market, for so long 
a time, the north part of the counties in which said grant lies, has 
Suffered much injury by doubts as to the ultimate secunty of ti- 
tles in the hands of the settlers, thereby preveating improvements 
on the lands themselves, as also upon roads, school] houses, &c.: 
and that the south part of said counties is subjected to an unequal 
burthen.of taxation, by imposing upon the people there residing,the 
greater partof the county expenses. While such are the facts of 
the case, and while the legislature has been disposed to afford re- 
lief, it has been greatly embarrassed in its action by itsrelations to 
the canal company, and by tne restrictions contained in the act of 
Congress. 


A small portion of the canal has been constructed near the ter- 
mination at Milwaukee, which is believed to be very valuable for 
hydraulic purposes. The impracticability of continuing the work 
without larger and more available means, and in the present state 
of monetary affairs, is admitted on all hands. 

It appears that there have been sold of the land granted by 
Congress, 43,527 10-[100ths] acres, and that the whole amount of 
receipts from such sales, is $13,624 49. There has also been re- 
ceived from the sale of a territorial bond, (canal loan) $1,000,— 
This has been disbursed pursuant to law, in the payment of offi- 
cers and of work done upon contracts. There are now outstand- 
jug direct liabilities against the territory, on account of the canal, 
tothe amount of $15,059 43. It appears, also, that the canal 


company claim to have expended on account of the canal, over and 
above all receipts, $46,573 84. 


The Legislature, with a view to afford relief to the settlers on 
these lands, and extricate the Territory from the difficulties of its 
position, feel sensibly the necessity of early providing by law for 
the sale of the canal lands, and effécting a settlement with the 
canal company, by which all connection between it and the Ter- 
ritory may be dissolved. An effoit for these purposes has been made 
at the present session of the legislature, and a law hes been passed 
providing for the sale of the lands at the reduced price of one dol- 
lar and twenty-five cents per acie, unless the same shall be prohib- 
ited by Congress, and requiring the’payment of so much of the 


- 
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‘bajance due on lands previously sold as shall make the purchase 
money amount to one dollar and twenty-five cents peracre. The 
proceeds are tobe applied in the first instance to’pay certain 
debts of the Territory on account of the canal, and the balance to 
be kept in safe deposite, subject to the future action of the Legis- 
lature with the consent of Congress. This course has been adop- 
ted by the legislative assembly from a conviction of its imperious 
necessity in regard to the interests of a laige and respectable por- 
tion of our fellow citizens, and with the ardent hope that it will 
meet the approval of Congress. 

In view of these facts, and to enable the legislature to adjust 
Jegally, at an early period, all matters concerning the canal, your 
memorialists request Congress to pass a law authorizing the Ter- 
ritory to effect a final settlement with the canal company, and to 
purchase the canal with all its privileges, to be paid for out of the 
ptoceeds of the sale of the canal lands, and that the same may be 
granted to the Territory. - Your memorialists would also ask that 
the said canal lands, or the balunce of the proceeds thereof may 
be donated to the Territory, to be appropriated to beneficial public 
uses. In this view we would suggest thatthe Territory has 
been compelled to incur a considerable debt for the completion of 
the capitol. The Territory also needs a Penitentiary, ard has no 
means of building the same, except by adirect tax for the pur 
pose, which the people are not able to bear. Your memorialists 
would tlierefore pray that the Territory be authorized to apropri- 
ate out of the procecds of the sale of the canal lands, so much as 
shall be necessary to pay the debt incurred in completing the 
capitol, $50,000 for the building of a Penitentiary; $20,000 for 
the establishment of a normal school, and the balance for such 
beneficial purposes as the legislature may deem proper. 

Your memorialists would also respectfully call the attention of 
Congress to the condition „of the government Jands within the 
bounds of the canal grant, and suggest that the same reasons 
which would render proper the reduction of the price of the canal 
lands, bears with equal force upon the even sections, and as evi- 
dence ofthe necessity of that reduction, your memorialisis would 
state from an official statement from the Register of the Milwau- 
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kee land office, in answer toa resolution from your memorialists 
itis stated that of the whole amount of government lands embra- 
ced within the grant, being about 140,000 acres, less than 19,000 
acres have been entered at the land office, whilst said lands lay in 
one of the most populous districts of the Territory, 

And as in duty bound your memorialists will ever pray.

MEMORIAL to the Congress of the United States, 
relative toa road from the Falls of St. Croix to 
LaPointe on Lake Superior. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in Congress assembled. 


The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Wisconsin respectfully shows: that the business of an important 
portion of this Territory requires a road from the falls of St. Croix 
to LaPoiute on Lake Superior, a distance of about three hun- 


dred miles. Your memorualists further state that the U. S. mail 
is carried nearly every two weeks from one of these points to the 
other, but that travelers are compelled to employ a pilot to enable 
them to find their place of destination. This road will need little 
more than a survey and an appropriationof two thousand dollars 
will be all that is necessary, and when laid out will make a direct 
communication from Fort Snelling, at St. Peters, and the Fort to 
be established at LaPointe, which, with the vast increase of busi- 
hess in this region, imperiously demands of your honorable body 


that measures be taken to establish such a road.

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MEMORIAL to Congress for a United States road 
leading fyom Fort Howard, Green Bay, to Fort 
Wilkins, Copper Harbor, on Lake Superior. 

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in Congress assembled. 

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Wisconsin respectfully showeth: 

That the business of an important portion of this Territory, re- 
quires the laying out of a road leading from Fort Howard, Green 
Bay, to Fort Wilkins, Copper Harbor, on Lake Superior; your 
memoralists further state that the increasing importance and value 
of the copper region on Lake Superior, as now developing, fur- 
nishes a strong and_cogent reason for the laying out of the road in 
question, its proposed route being a direct course from Green Bay, 
passing through a valuable tract of country to Lake Superior, mak- 
ing the distance from Fort Howard to Fort Wilkins only about 
one hundred and seventy miles; whereas, as it is now travelled it 
is much further. And your memorialists further state that there 
is how a mail carried between these points, and which is attended 
with great difficulty and danger in consequence of there being no 
road or guide to mark the way of the carrier. The liberality 
evinced by your honorable bodies, in making appropriations for 
the improvement of roads and harbors in the eastern portion of the 
Territory, encourages your memorialists to hope that the attention 
of your honorable bodies will be directed to this interesting por- 
tion of our common country, that all constitutional means will {be 
adopted to develope its immense resources, that the power of the 
general government may be brought to co-operate with individual 
exertion, too feeble without such aid to overcome the obstacles 
which nature interposes in these regions to the full developement 
of their resources. 

Your memorialists therefore ask of Congress an appropriation 
of two thousand dollars for the above object.

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MEMOMIAL to Congress on the subject of a mail 
route. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives in Con- 
gress assembled. 

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Wisconsin respectfully sheweth: 

That the interests and convenience of a large proportion of the 
people of this Territory are deeply concerned in the establishment 
of a post route from Milwaukee, on Lake Michigan, to Madison, 
the seat of government, by way of Prairieville, Genessee, Eagle: 
Whitewater, Fort Atkinson, Snells Lake and Cottage Grove; 
this entire route from Prairieville to Cottage Grove is almost en- 
tirely destitute of mail facilities, and yet is one of the most largely 
travelled roads in the Territory; it is thickly settled throughout the 
entire distance, and has been for the last two years a stage route, 
on which a stage line makes its regular trips, three times a week, 
and is during a large portion of the year the best road, and pref- 
erable route of travel between Milwaukee and Madison. 

Your memoralists therefore pray your honorable body to estab- 
lish a post route on the line and touching the points aforesaid au- 
thorizing the mail to be carried on said route once in each week, 
until it shall be found necessary to increase the number of trips 
thereon.

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MEMORIAL to Congress relative to a road from 
Prairie du Chien, to La Pointe, on Lake Superior 
To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 

the United States in Congress assembled.. 


The memorial of the Legislature of the Territory of Wiscon- 
sin respectfully shows: 


That the business of an important portion of this Territory re- 
quires the laying out of a road from Prairie du Chien, to La 
Pointe, on Lake Superior. Your memorialists further state that 
the proposed road will touch the principal tributary rivers of the 
Mississippi, where saw mills are established, its proposed route 
being on the main ridge between the Kickapoo and Wisconsin 
rivers and the Mississippi river, it being nearly all prairie, your 
memoralists thinks it needs [ttle more than a survey, and that 
three thousand dollars wil] be ampie for the construction of said 
road. The late important discoveries of copper ore near Prairie 
du Chien upon the main ridge, which appears to extend to Lake 
Superior, demand sincere consideration from your Honorable 
body as an additional reason for the construction of said road— 
that the resources of this interesting and invaluable country may 
be speedily ascertained, the expenses being so very little in propor- 
tion to the benefits thereof; and your memorialists as in duty 
bound will ever pray.

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A MEMORIAL to Congress for ths improvement 
of the Fox and Wisconsin Rivers. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States, 

The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Wisconsin; sheweth: 

That the improvement of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, by the 
creation of slack water.navigation through the Fox, and by ree 
moving the bars and other obstructions to the free passage of the 
Wisconsin river, is of vital importance to the growth and prosperi- 

‘ ty of the country contiguous thereto, as well as to the prosperous 
prosecution of an inland trade. 


And we again urgently press this subject upon the attention of 
Congress. 


This route is the only natural one by which a free navigation 
may be opened between the Lakes and the Mississippi river, and 
has been noted by travelers as such for nearly two centuries past. 

Your Memonialists believe that the time has arrived when this 
channel of communication so long and favorably known, and a bill 
forthe improvement of which passed the Senate of the United 
States at its last session, should be regarded as of national impor- 
tance; and that the appropriation made by the Senate atits last 


session, should be passed by both houses at the present session.

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MEMORIAL to Congress on the stbject of a 
Penitentiary. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the. United 
States, in Congress assembled: 

The Memorial of the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wisconsin respect- 
fully represents: That said Territory is destitute of a penitentiary, 
and that there are uo means provided in any portion of the Terri- 
tory, for the safe keeping of criminals who are sentenced toa long 
imprisonment, nor are there any means provided whereby crimin- 
als who are so sentenced can be employed at any useful or profit- 
able labor. With two or three exceplions, the prisons which 
have been erected in the organized counties are merely temporary 
buildings, and it often happens that prisoners who have been 
guilty of flagrant crimes, are guarded by persons who are empioy- 
ed at the expense of the public. When sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment, they are kept at a great expense, their board &c., 
costing the county in which they are imprisoned, at the rate of 
three and four dollars a week. The difficulty and expense of 
keeping criminals, have afforded facilities for their escape, and 
given an impunity to the commission of crimes which can only be 
lessened by the establishment of a suitable penitentiary where 
criminals can be safely confined and profitably employed. 


In the aid of this important object, the Legislative Assembly 
of Wisconsin, would respectfully solicit your honorable bodies to 
appropriate a sufficient sum to enable the Territory to erect a por- 
tion, at least, of a suitable building in which the criminals of the 
Territory may be confined'and employed. There are numerous 
locations in the Territory where with a part of the building com- 
pleted, the convicts can be employed in completing the whole. 
It is the belief of the Legislative Assembly that with the aid of 
thirty thousand dollars from the general government, the Territo- 
ry will be enabled-to complete a suitable building. 

If itbe objected that the people of the Territory should tax 
themselves to accomplish the entire object, the Legislative Assem- 


bly would meet the objection by the fact that the necessary taxes 
& 
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in this new country, are already too burtheasome. Roads are to 
be made, bridges built, school houses, halls of justice, and county 
buildings erected, and all by the money and labor of the inhabit 
ants, a large majority of whom, after having paid the general gov- 
ernment for their land, have but little left but their strong bands 
and untiring industry to help themselves forward in the path of 
competency. 

Aware that your honorable bodies have ever deemed the Terri- 
tories of the Union as under your especial care, the Legislative 
Assembly can with confidence leave the subject of this memorial 
to your enlightened policy and liberality.
